The delegates were subsequently entertained 
to luncheon by the Reception Committee )n 
the Ulster Hall. Sir James Craig, Bart., 
presided, and there was a large attendance. 

After luncheon the Lost of the King was 
bonoured. 

Mr, Ronald McNeill, who introduced 
by the Prime Minister as a tower of strength 
to Ulster, proposed the toast of the “' Govern: 
ment of Necthern Ireland.’ He said that 
they had get now a Government of Northern 
Ireland. What had it done, and what might 
it be expected to do’ He did®not think that 
he could describe more tersely what it had 
done than in words which were addressed 
to him not long ago'in London by a pro- 
minent English etatesman, not by any means 
entirely sympathetic to Uleter: “ You people 
in the North of Ireland have worked miracles.’’ 
(Cheers.) And he (the speaker) believed that 
that was the dominant impression which eigh- 
teen months of their Northern Government 
had created in the minds of English observers, 
whether sympathetic or not—that they had 
worked miracles.’ (Cheers.) Butalthough 
thev had worked miracles, he could very. well 
understand-—~he did not know whether it was 
the case or not—that.after the history they 
had gone through in the last few years, there 
might be in Ulster many who felt a graye 
distrust of al) English political parties, and of 
all English Governments. (Hear, hear.) Be- 
fore he accepted office under Mr. Bonar Law, 
he satisfied himself that so long as Mr. Bonar 
Law remained Prime Minister of the Imperial 
Parliament, they had in him as staunch and 
as true a friend as he had proved himself in 
the past. (Cheers.) 

PRIME MINISTER'S ADVICE. 
Prime Minister, who was received in 
the mcat enthusiasti¢ manner, made reference 
to his recent holiday abroad, and said that 
he had had an opportunity of Sacrning bánú 
politics with men from other parts of i ag 
end from America. He came to the conclu- 
aion that if each country, community, town 
and village—indeed, if each man—while cast- 
ing eves over the world to get a perspective, 
would, above all elee, concentrate intensely 
upon their own affairs, and make them right,

PEACEFUL TYRONE.—<Addressing the 
Grand Jury at Omagh Crown Sessions, Judge 
Linehon said that only ont case hed been 
toturfied for trial to the present Quarter Ses- 
mons, and it was for alleged shcep-stealing, 
Bb strions offence, no doubt, and one which 
fequired to he put down in the interests of 
shose engaged in sheep-farming.

Daring the last six months 
there hed been a cessation of the terrible 
erime which at one time had hotrified every- 
ome, and cast such a severe financial burden 
on the community. This was a matter which. 
he was sure, would afford the greatest satis- 
faction to all law-abiding people. 

CORPORATION BILL OPPOSITION.—At 
Larne Union offices yesterday there was a 
meeting of the electors of the Larne rural 
district to consider the desirability of offering 
opposition to the bil which the Belfast Cor- 
pus are promoting in the Northern. Par- 
iament. References were made particularly 
to the powers sought by. the Corporation for 
tne inspection of dairies, the licensing of 
cattle-drovers, inspeciion and licensing of 
slaughter-houses, and the running of motor 
cuintbesee within a. radius of twenty miles of 
the city. It was contended that so far as the 
dairies were concerned, the Rural! Council was 
already doing that work, and the powers 
sought by the Corporation would simply 
harass milk producers. With regard to the 
running of motor “buses, it might be for the 
benefit of the rural residents, but it ought 
to be accompanied by Corporation contribn- 
tions to the upkeep of the county roads. The 
ineeting passed a resolution authorising the 

ural Council to oppose the bill, and to de- 
lray the expenses of the opposition from the 
general rates. Subsequently, at a meeting of 
the Rural District Council, the Council’s sea! 
wes affixed to a petition against the bill. 

NEWRY POTATO INSPECTION.—The 
Committee of the Jerrettspass (Armagh and 
Down) Farmers’ Association has called the 
attention of the Ministry of Agriculture for 
Northern Ireland to grievances in conneftion 
with the inspection of potatoes in the Newry 
market. The Minis‘ry has informed the Sec- 
retary of the Ulster Farmers’ Union that if 
any farmers are digsatiafied with the price 
offered for potatoes which have not passed 
the teat and did not wish to sell, the Ministry 
was quite prepared to authorise the inspectors 


to permit the potatoes to be taken home again, 
that where the potatoes | 


provided, hovever, 
came irom a echeduled townland the inspector 
vas abaolutely satisfied that they were being 
taken home and were not to be unloaded in 
a clean area 

LURGAN ROADS BURDEN.—It was re. 
ported to the quarterly meeting of Lurgan 
vural Council that the Lurgan to Portadorn 
road had suffered severely from motor traffic 
recently. As soon as the weather was favour 
able, the re-surfacing of about half a mile of 
the road would bé commenced. The Surveyo: 
recently had statistics taken of the traffic on 
this road, and he found that only 52 per cent. 
of all the motor vehicles were registered in 
County Armagh. He estimated that motor 
trafic from outside the ctunty was reeponsible 
for twice as much of the wear and tear of the 
road as all the jocal traffic.

The Grand Centtal Cinema in Lower Sack- 
ville átreet, a splendid building in stone, was 
designed by Messrs, O'Callaghan and Webb, 
and Messrs. Higginbotham and Stafford; its 
handsome front beifig carried out in Neo-Grec 

classic style. All the stonework was cut and 
carved in Dublin. 

‘The spacious interior was specially laid out 
in order to obtaig, the best view and sight 
lihes from every part of the house, and was 


‘set out from the experience obtained by Alder- 


man J. J, Farrell on the Continent and in 
England, The picture screen is placed in a 
splay-sided structure, projecting from the back 
of the theatre, the four sides of which, being 
painted black,. belp materially to give clear 
projection, as well as to obtain an enhanced 
stereoscopic effect. 

The balcony is one of the most extensive 
in Dublin, accommodating just he'f the audi- 
ence, every seat being so constructed. as to 
face the picture. 

All the steelwork, including the spacious 
verandah over the footpath, balcony. girders, 
roof girders, etc., was made by Messrs. J. 
and C, McGloughlin, lAmited, Great Bruns- 
wick street. 

The gétieral contract for the building was 
entrusted ‘to Messrs. H. and J. Martin, 
Limited, Gratid Canal street; Mesers. Shortall 
atid Co. put in‘ the electric installation; 
and Messrs, Maguire and Gatchell, Limited, 
the heating and ventilation. 

The ventilating system is of the most "Ip- 
to-date description, warm fresh air being 1n- 
troduced direct’ to the audience, circulated 
throyghout the building, and finally ex- 
hausted by powerful electric fans from the 
roof. 

The floor of the,cinema was kept at such a 
level above the street as to provide a fine 
restaurant below. The orchestra is situated 
in an alcove to the right of the screen, in 
such a position as to ensure the music being 
heard to the begt advantage in every portion 

ef the house. 

The decoration was done by direct labour, 

carried out under the personal supervision of 
Alderman Farrell. 
. A special feature was made of the entrance 
porch, approached by a flight of white marble 
steps, .the pay box,. entrance doors, and 
vestibule beihg carried. out in teak, enriched 
with” hand: carving, all the jomery being 
executed in local workshops,

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The general depression in the building and 
other structural industries was felt by the 
firms engaged in the design of reinforced con- 
crete structures, but a number of firms bene- 
fited by the increasing application of rein- 
forced concrete to roadway construction and 
highway bridge building. , 

Among the great buildings embodying con- 
crete work completed last year was that of 
Messrs. Clery and Co., Ltd., in Lower Sack- 
ville. street, Dublin, and which is regarded 
as the largest and finest structure of its kind 
in Ireland. 

In Ireland the outlook for the cement and 
concrete industry is broad and long. There 
are, apart from general buildings, an enor- 
mous number of bridges and roads to be con: 
structed or reconstructed, and the growing 
popularity of cement and reinforced concrete 
with public bodies augurs well for this in- 
dustry once things become settled 

In Great Britain last year more than 400 
new roads were constructed completely of rein- 
forced concrete, or with reinforced concrete 
foundations, and among important structures 
built with reinforced concrete were the 
Loughor Bridge, 720ft long, for the Glamar- 
gan County Council; the Muskham Bridge, 
with two 100ft. arches, for ‘Nottingham County 
Council. Other works included reservoirs, 
water towers, coal and store bunkers for ga 
works and collieries, and the grand stand at 
the All-England Tennis Ground at Wimbledon.

We welcome this gesture 
by the Minister of Defence. Secrecy is the 
worst enemy of any Government, and by 
his courting of publicity in this matter 
General, Muleghy has helped to allay 
serious misgivings in the minds of many 
good Irish citizens, The debate itself was 
incontlusive. Mr. . Johnson. and his 
followers. condemned the policy of re 
 peiaals in very strong terms. Neither 
| Geners). Muleahy nor Dr. MacNeill, who 
supported him,” made ‘any. attempt to 
justiiy it as &: binsí policy,-- but argued 
that in the case of a desverate disease a 
desperate, remedy.:was inevitable, The 
Minister of Defence made « very frank 
statement, for which . the country at large 
will be: gratefal. "There is no doubt at all 
that, on grounds alike of morality and of 
expediency, a strong body of public 
opinion in Ireland dreads the adoption of 
a policy of reprisals. General Mulcahy, 
however, assures the nation that, while 
the Government’ must take steps to protect 
itself and the people whom it represents 
from such attacks as have been made 
against them within. the past few days, 
“nothing will be done in a spirit. of 
ferocity or brutality." The measures 
which the Government contemplates in the 
event of Mr. Bagwell’s ar. “age deten- 
tion were not defined by the Minister; but 
he suggested that in cases where the mili- 
tary hAád had been withheld in the hope 
of improved conditions clemency no longer 
would be exercised... We deplore the neecs- 
sity .for. these drastic. steps, and hope 
sincerely that the release of Mr. Bagwell 
will prevent them. Reprizals are a bed 
policy,. but their provocation is worse; 
and, if the men who hold Mr. Bagwell] in 
their power are not determined to plunge 
Ireland deliberately into another maelstrom 
of horror, they will set him at liberty at

The American Debt. 


Something like á sigh of relief will ‘go 
up throughout the length and breadth. of 
the British Isles to-day when the world 
reads. in its newspapers that the British 
Cabinet has decided to accept the offer: of 
the United States Government for the 
funding of the British debt. The terms of 
agreement might have been better and 
they might have been a great deal worse. 


the bulk ofthe money was boriowed, not, 
only entitled the United. States to. demand 


payment of principal and interest on three 
days’ notice, but also. gave the United 


States the right to impose the terms on 
which the loan should be refunded. There 
was; thérefore, no real right on the pert 
of the British Government to-discuss terms. 
It was the right of the United States to 
impose them. Of course, negotiations did 
not proceed on these lines. The Brtgish 
Debt Funding Mission never knew that 
the United States had this right; for the 
American negotiators never mentioned it 
or referred to it in any way. The dis- 
cussion proceeded on the basis of give-and- 
take. What could Britain pay? What 
would the United States people accept? 

The rate of interest decided on—3 per cent. 

for ten years and 3). per cent. thereafter, 
with 4 per cent. sinking fund—is certainly 
not Soest, It was objected that after a 
certain number of years Britain will be 
able to borrow .money at home at. less 
than that rate. That is somewhat 
problematical. In the United States, on 
the other hand, higher rates of interest 
prevail at al] times than in Britain, and 
the rate finally agreed upon by ‘the Debt 
Funding Commission and the “British 
Mission really represents: a compromise 
between the two rates. It remains to be 
seen whether Congress will accept this 
substantia! reduction of, the twenty-five 
years and 4} per cont. ‘arrangement 
authorised by it. The presumption is 
that after what the New York Times cealla 
the pastoral Senators have relieved their 
feelings the terms will be approved. The 
matter will then be settled, and the world 
will be relieved of another of the many 
eauses of friction that are causing nations 
that should be working cordially tozether 
to look at one another askance. 


Tutankhamen. 


A large number of the world's brightest 
citizens hare enjoyed most of their popu- 
larity posthumously, bit it is surely a 
tact that none ever came into. the public 
eye so many years aiter his death as 
Tutankhamen, King of Kings. Tutank- 
hamen was a great monarch in his day. 
His name was in many moaths and the 
fame of him, for good or ill, travelled 
through many lands. ‘Then he died, was 
sumptnously buried, and promptly fov- 
gotten. Now come Lord Cernarvon and 
Mr. Carter and dig him up again, or, at 
any rate, dig his funecreal lares and penates 
up again, and lo! the name of Tutank- 
hamen sounds egain in moutlis ten 
thousand times more. numerous then al! 
the worshippers of Khamen. and: Aton. 
There is something almost uncanny im the 
way in which this dead Kinz and his 
funeral trappings have thrust themselves 
on the world’s notice. Is it because he has 
so nearly. achieved. physical immortality, 
fhís King who almost lives again, whose 
íood and furniture and raiment and read- 
ing matter, whose gloves and canes ahd 
candlesticks amd flowers—all the little 
things that attest to the hnmanity of 
man—have. beconue as familiar to: us as 
our own? - We cannot tell, and still we 
feel that the world's interest in Tutank- 
hamen is a wholesome one. The greatest 
discovery of all—that of King Tutank- | 
hamen himseli—has still to be made, or 
missed, as the case may be. There is an 
inner chember—perhaps, more than one 
inner chamber—to be explored; more 
history is almost certain to be revealed. 
Our readers will hare the satisfaction of 
knowing that, whatever is found, its 
beauty, its historic significance, “will be 
theirs for the reading.
